Stick to the Plain Simple 


There are many abomina- 
tions in the land. Peopleare 
constantly leaving the true 
way and falling into error. 
This ought to make ourpeo- 
ple more careful. This 1s 
the reason we refuse to let 
other ministers preach in our 
pulpits. We never know 
whatthey are going to preach, 
nor what “new doctrine” 
they will introduce. 

Because of the manyabom- 
inable doctrines taught, we 
also advise our members to 
stay away from meetings 
conducted by preachers out 
side the Church of God. 
We do not claim by this that 
every preacher outside of 
our own are dangerous, but 
because so many are danger- 
ouS we are more _ or less 
afraid of allofthem. A good 
sermon in the main, with a 
little poison in it, is always 
dangerous, because some of 
the little ones might get the 
special lump of poison and 


be ruined forever. 
A few months ago a man 


came to Chattanooga and fell 
in with some of our people. 
He claimed to be a great 
prophet in the sense of fore- 
telling future events. Al- 
though the beloved pastor 
would not accept him and 
warned his people ‘against 
him, yet a few of them per- 
sisted in following him until 
they were ruined and had to 
be dismissed from the dear 
and blessed church. The man 
literally stolethemaway from 
the truth and we are afraid 


they are ruined forever. 
This is only one instance 
of several where some of our 


people have falien into error 
by going to hear outsiders, or 
allowing outsiders to preach 
inour pulpits. Florida,Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and probably oth- 
er states have had instauces 
of this kind. A few have 
come back all scarred, woun- 
ded, and bleeding, and beg- 
ged to be taken back. Some 
of them have been taken 
back and are rejoicing be- 
cause they made their es-

are still others that were once 
bright and shining lights that 
are now away from “home” 
as wanderer on the earth. 

The doctrines that are 
taught are too numerous to 
mention. Many of the ideas 
are tooabsurd and rediculous 
to even comment upon. But 
ever since the days of Bal- 
aam the false doctrines have 
always appeared more or less 
enticing. And this is the 
cause of so many going after 
them. It seems sweet to 
many to think there is no hell. 
When they die their souls 
will sleep inthe grave instead 
of plunging into eternal tor- 
ment and torture. They like 
such pleasant doctrine as that 
so they revel in sin all they 
want to and when they die 
will tall asleep and: remain in 
that state till the resurrection 
and then be called up and 
annihiliated. 


It is not our purpose at this 
time to discuss these differ- 
ent doctrines, but. rather to 
impress upon the minds of 
our people the danger ot 
tampering with any anything 
that is not endorsed by the 
General Assembly of the 
Churches of God. The as- 
sembly has given repeated 
warnings against outside and 
strange ministers occupying 
our pulpits, of course allow- 
ing that in special cases it 





might be all right. But on! 
account of some sad_ results’ 
from instances even of this 
kind it is going to make us 
even more strict. Our peo- 
ple have also been advised 
repeatedly that it was unsafe 
to attend the services of 
other people. 


Such advice as the above 
is not meant to draw our 
people into bondage, but only 
as a means. of protection. 
The Church of God isa 
place of protection, “a covert 
from the tempest, a place of 
refuge, and for a covert from 
storm and rain.” But it can- 
not protect those who are 
bent on wandering around 








from place to place and re- 


advice given. 

No matter how high and 
invincible is the wall around 
the seeep-fold, it gives no 
protection to those on the 
outside. The wall of protec- 
tion is not merely membes- 
ship, but obedience on the 
part of the members to laws 
and rules of. government. 
“The name of the Lord is a 
strong tower; the righteous 
(obedient) runneth into it, 
and is safe.” And when our 
members go wrong in any 
way it is our purpose to bring 
them back if there is any pos- 
sible chance. When our 
ministers get into any error, 
either in teaching or other 
wise, they are handled care- 
fully and tenderly,but firmly, 
and with the intention of get- 
iing right and straight again. 

Many may not appreciate 
the protection the church af- 
fords, but those who have 
been rescuedfrom anytrouble 
they had fallen into will nev-
